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Park board financial aid sought 
Jaycees plan $37,000

Willow Park project 


The Buffalo Grove Jaycees hope to 


provide playground equipment, a picnic 
pavilion and other facilities costing an 
estimated $37,000 at Willow Stream Park 
and tho group has asked park officials to 
help with tho financing. 


Joycco representatives told the park 


board Thursday night that their organi- 
zation wants to develop at least 4 acres 
of the 0 B-acro sito over a four-to five- 
year period possibly beginning lato next 
summer. 


Tho development, to tako place In 


phases, ultimately would Include in*, 
itallatlon of playground equipment, a 
picnic pavilion and outdoor-barbecue fa- 
cilities. 


PARK OFFICIALS expressed approv- 


al, but Board PCS. Joseph Scttanni said 
tho district's current financial situation 
would not allow officials to earmark 
largo amounts of money to help finance 
tho development at present. 


"Wo will assist you," ho told Jayceo 


representatives, "It's a matter of how 
much." 


Ho said tho district already has other 


"high priority" projects to attend to, 
such as a $60,000 plan for recreational 
facilities at Twin Groves School at Ivy 
Hall and Penny lanes. 


Financial problems in tho park district 


hove caused delay In that project, be- 
cause tho improvements were not part of 
a $1.25 million bond referendum passed 
in 1971 to pay for major development 
programs. 


THE FIVE-ACRE area adjoining tho 


school, as well as the Willow Stream site, 
has been donated to the park district by 
Levitt & Sons, Inc., developers of the 
Lake County Strathmore subdivision. 


Scttanni said park officials want to be- 


gin tho Twin Groves development this 
year. 


When budgetary needs for the next fis- 


cal year are examined, Scttanni said 
park officials will study the possibility of 
appropriating some funds* to back the 
Jayceo project. 


School district to study 
textbook fees, athletics 


A recommendation to raise textbook 


fees and a proposal to prevent boys from 
dominating girls' athletics will bo the 
major issues at tonight's meeting of the 
High School Dlst. 214 Board of Educa- 
tion. 


Textbook fees in tho district could go 


from $12 to $13, for tho 1075-78 school 
year, If tho board approves tho hike rec- 
ommended by tho administration. 


Duo to rising textbook and equipment 


costs, the district has been subsidizing 
tho purchase of textbooks. The district, 
with tho opening of Buffalo Grovo High 
School, subsidized more than $80,000 In 
textbook costs during tho 1073-74 school 
year. 


A roort issued to tho board estimates 


tho district will provide $50,000 In sub- 
sidies for textbook and equipment pur- 
chases this school year. 


BY LAW, school districts which have a 


rental too for textbooks may not subsi- 
dize tho purchase of books and Instruc- 
tional materials. 


A report estimated a fco of $15 


will permit expenditures for textbooks 
and instructional materials which will 
equal revenues. 


Although tho district administration 


recommends raising tho fee, it also has 
presented the board with three options: 


• Have students pay for their own 


texts, which would cost substantially 
more than rental. 


• Reduce textbook and equipment pur- 


chases to correspond to revenues. 


• Hold a referendum to eliminate text- 


book rental fees and pay for the cost 
from the district's operating budget. 


Tho board also will consider a policy 


aimed at segregating the sports by sex to 
alleviate tho possible problem of boys 
dominating girls' teams. 


High School Dlst. 211 last week passed 


on Identical policy, based on the con- 
cept that segregation of athletics is justi- 
fied In order to provide equal opportunity 
for girls. 


SUBURBAN HIGH SCHOOL districts 


have been experiencing problems with 
boys turning out for previously all-girl 
sports that arc not offered just for boys, 
such as archery or bowling. 


Tho proposed policy would place a 


sport In one of four categories: 


• Offered separately because of differ- 


ing rules. 


• Offered separately because of the 


contact nature of the sport. 


• Offered separately to Increase par- 


ticipation experience. 


• Offered only for girls unless enough 


boys show an Interest to form a team In 
the sport. 


In view of federal guidelines which call 


for equal athletic opportunities, Dlst. 214 
attorney Allyn Fronke has advised that 
"your approach is a reasonable one, but 
whether it will bo acceptable, only time 
will tell." 


He also said the park district will prob- 


ably hold another referendum in the next 
few years in which funds for the park 
district contribution could be Included. 


"But we have to look at that Twin 


Groves situation hard and fast," Settannl 
said. 


JOHN PANELLA, a Jaycee member, 


Friday sold his group is not asking park 
officials to put up any "percentage" of 
the cost but sold the club will try to 
move the project along with whatever 
amount tho district con afford. 


The Jaycees will use a number of fund- 


raising projects to help pay for the devel- 
opments, he said. 


The first phase would cost around 


$10,000 and organization members will 
contribute labor in installing equipment 
and putting up facilities. 


HE SAID THE possibility of delays in 


development timetables would be in- 
fluenced by the amount of the cost the 
Jaycees would have to cover. "It can ac- 
tually be hastened or lengthened," he 
said. 


Park officials and Jaycees are,sched- 


uled to hold further discussion on the 
matter including the study of suggestions 
by Comr. Dede Armstrong on purchas- 
ing less-expensive equipment. 


The two groups are also expected to 


schedule meetings with residents In 
areas adjoining Willow Stream park to 
inform them of the proposals.

Area shivers 
in coldest 
iveekend

Northwest suburban 
area 


registered its coldest weekend this 
winter — ushered in by a fierce thun- 
derstorm and buffeting winds. The 
cold snap is expected to stretch 
through Thursday. 


Strong winds coupled with a low of 


2 degrees at 6 a.m. Sunday blasted 
residents with a wind-chill factor 
comparable to 32 degrees below zero, 
a spokesman for the U.S. Weather 
Service said. The high for Monday 
was forecast at 15 to 20 degrees, and 
the wind was expected to whip up 
from 10 to 20 m.p.h., the spokesman 
said. 


The bitter cold settled over most of 


the upper Midwest, and an accom- 
panying blizzard that piled snow as 
high as 10 feet claimed at least 23 
lives in Nebraska, South Dakota, 
Iowa and Minnesota. 


TEMPERATURES 
plummeted 


steadily from the season high of 60 
degrees Friday as a cold front 
passed through, hitting the area with 
a heavy thunderstorm and wind 
gusts up to SO m.p.h. reported at 
O'Hare Airport. 


The gusting winds uprooted small 


trees, downed large tree branches, 
caused shed structures to collapte 
and be blown into other yards and 
windows to break throughout the 
Northwest area. The high winds 
touched off many alarms,/ sending 
area policemen scurrying to various 
stores and businesses.

Seminar at Harper 
Active citizens 'must fight corruption9

Citizens shouldn't wait for prosecutors 


to remove public officials from office, 
but Instead should become active and 
concerned about their own local govern- 
ment. 


That was one of the central messages 


presented Friday at Harper College at a 
seminar on "Ferreting out Corruption" 
led by Anton Valukas, chief of the spe- 
cial Investigation division for U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson; Village Pres. Virginia 
Hnyter of Hoffman Estates; J. Terrence 
Brunner, executive director of the Better 
Government Assn., and William Mooney, 
investigative reporter for the Chicago 
Daily News. 


"If I can't Indict and convict someone 


for a crime I can't take him out of office, 
but you can," Valukas told the audience' 
of about 30. "We have taken, including 
police officers, about 250 people out of 
offflce and If that seems like a lot, it 


shouldn't. Thousands of officials could be 
thrown out of office in one election." 


VALUKAS HAS BEEN involved In in- 


vestigations of corruption that have re- 
sulted in convictions of former officials 
of Hoffman Estates and Wheeling. He 
said the U.S. Attorney's office now is in- 
vestigating corruption in 48 suburbs. He 
said the major question that arises out of 
corruption investigations is "how the 
people let that happen." 


Valukas, Brunner and Mrs. Hayter 


agreed that corruption continues in local 
governments because of citizen apathy. 
"The contempt In which you're held by 
public officials from the governor to the 
lowest township officials comes because 
they don't believe you care," Brunner 
said. 


Valukas offered some practical advice 


to citizens checking on their government. 


"There are three areas where you're 


likely to find graft if it exists — in zon- 


ing, liquor licenses and items which are 
purchased every year," he said. He ad- 
vised citizens to check out the costs of 
items their officials buy "and if you find 
your village just purchased more rock 
salt than it could possibly use in the next 
30 years, you have a hint that something 
is going on." 


In addition, Valukas said local zoning 


officials are likely to be dealing with de- 
velopers who have a lot of money and "it 
takes a lot of will power to say no. If tho 
citizens aren't looking down the officials' 
necks, it can get pretty easy to get cozy 
with a developer. I wouldn't be afraid to 
ask a village official whether he's gone 
to lunch with a developer and who picked 
up the tab." 


MRS. HAYTER. who entered village 


government in 1969 when her slate de- 
feated long-time village officials who 
have since been sent to jail for accepting 
bribes, said, "The first indication of 


trouble is when you can't find anything 
that makes any sense. When I first came 
into office there wasn't a file to be had 
anywhere." 


Mrs. Hayter also said citizens should 


demand that their local officials provide 
information on their income-tax returns, 
stocks and other financial business. "I 
consider public officials public records," 
she said. 


Valukas pointed to Mrs. Hayter's party 


in Hoffman Estates and opposition to vil- 
lage officials in Wheeling as examples of 
efforts by citizens to "throw the scoun- 
drels'out." He said, "In Hoffman Es- 
tates, people were thrown out of office 
years before we got involved with the 
investigation." 


Brunner said one thing for citizens to 


remember is that "the founders of this 
country didn't trust politicians and I 
don't think you should trust politicians 
either."

spent a day getting a ride to tho train 
station, riding down to tho Loop, stand-

told by clerks at stores near her homo 
that tho now card Is not good enough 
proof of Identity to cash a personal 
check. 


"I've never seen anything like this," 


one clerk said. "This Is not Identi- 
fication," said another.

away. 


Without a driver's license or a credit 


card, Mrs. Weber, who is tho widow of a 
man who always believed in paying cash, 
has no way of proving to tho clerks who 
approve these things that she is really 
who she Is.

merchants are holding tight to the driv- 
er's license (as the only acceptable identi- 
fication) because of the bad-check prob- 
lem," Kusper said. 


Kusper's plans to have the card rec- 


ognized 
include 
sending 
representa- 


tives of the county clerk's office to speak 
about the program to civic groups and 
urging publicity about the program in 
suburban and community newspapers. 
The clerk's office has also set up booths 
to issue the cards in some shopping cen- 
ters, Kusper said. 


But the clerk's office doesn't have any 


programs directly aimed at businessmen 
to .foster acceptance of the ID card, Kus- 
per admitted. "You can't get merchants 
to assemble," Kusper said. 


ASKED ABOUT THE validity of the 


card, which requires three pieces of oth- 
er identification to obtain, Kusper said a 
person who has other false identification 
could get the card issued if he's willing 
to_have his picture taken. But there also 
are a lot of phony drivers' licenses 
around, he said. 


"I use the card from time to time my- 


self," Kusper said, adding he's had no 
problems cashing checks with it. 


But Mrs. Weber's luck has been run- 


ning in the opposite direction. 


One possible ray of hope on the identi- 


fication problem faced by nondrivers and 
by persons who scorn credit cards is a 
proposed project of the Illinois Secretary 
ot State's office.

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New U.S. gambling law 
may cut lottery sale outlets 


A $500 federal gambling stamp law 


passed "unintentionally" by Congress 
could reduce the number of .outlets for 
Illinois Lottery tickets. 


A new gambling law that went Into ef- 


fect Dec. 1 slapped a 2 per cent excise 
tax on gross receipts of state lotteries 
and Included the $500 stamp fee, which' 
some sellers won't pay. 


Congressional sources said the legisla- 


tion was not intended to include lotteries 
used by states for Income, but a compan- 
ion tax-reform bill that would have ex- 
empted lotteries died in committee. 


THERE IS DOUBT that the new feder- 


al law will be enforced, at least for some 
time. A similar .version of the law, in ef- 
fect from 1051 until the new law was 
signed, had not been enforced recently. 
That law called for a $50 gambling 
stamp and a 10 per cent excise tax. 


Thlrieen;M»tes will be affected by the 


new laws if'they take effect. Rex Davis, 
director of the Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms Bureau of the Treasury Dept., 
said "Certainly we have no Intention of 
taking precipitous action against the 
states until we have had an opportunity 
to thoroughly examine this particular 
problem." 


Local reaction to the possibility of the 


new tax is mixed. Some lottery ticket 
outlet operators say they would be un- 
happy but would pay it, while others said 
it probably would cause them to drop the 
service. 
' • 


Sandy Bell of the Book Store in Arling- 


ton Heights, said, "It would push most 
everyone out You don't make all that 
much." She said her shop would continue 
to sell the tickets, but she hopes the tax 
is never enforced. 


ANOTHER Arlington Heights business- 


man, Bill Dletsch of the Village Pipe and 
Cigar Shop, said "I probably would drop 


it It is moro of a convenience for my 
customers than a moneymaker. We even 
applied late." 


Income from the tickets is 5 per cent of 


the week's sales, and most sellers make 
much moro than $500. Tho annual income 
of some small stores is as much as 
$2,500. Store owners closely guard the to- 
tal sales figures. 


A Congressional source said the lead-

"When a combination of the Chicago 


Democratic organization and the rem- 
nants of the old Paul Powell organiza- 
tion, with the aid of powerful lobbyists, 
wore unable to break down the coalition, 
It was a remarkable week." 


That was the assessment of Rep. Harld 


A. Katz, D-Gloncoo, following (ho mara- 
thon balloting in the Illinois House of 
Representatives In which n coalition of 
Independent suburban and Downstato 
Democrats succeeded In blocking the 
election of Powell protege Rep. Clyde 
Choato, as speaker of the House. 


Choato had been a member of the 


Democratic Icadcrslp for 18 years, since 
first being elevated by Powell. 


"This Is the most exciting thing that 


has happened to me in my legislative 
history," declared Rep. Eugenia Chap- 
man, D-Arllngton Heights, who Is begin- 


ning her sixth term as a representative, 
after Mayor Richard J. Daley switched 
his support to Rep. William Redmond 
of Benscnvillc. 


The downfall of Choate has been wide- 


ly misinterpreted, several legislators 
feel, as a victory engineered by Gov. 
Daniel Walker. Walker contributed, by 
holding 13 votes for Rep. Gerald Bradley, 
D-Bloomington — theoretically enough to 
stop Choate. 


But most legislators credited the victo- 


ry to the determination of the indepen- 
dents to rid the party leadership of the 
faction represented by Choato, with grim 
disregard of political consequences if the 
movement failed. 


Throughout 41 ballots and three days, 


virtually all of the 35 or more and- 
Choato representatives were tempted by 
Choato backers with hints of leadership 


positions or committee chairmanships In 
return for their vote. 


Redmond himself was offered the posi- 


tion of majority whip. After Daley and 
Walker threw their support to him, Red- 
mond rejected an opportunity to crack 
Choatc's hard-core of 19 supporters by 
Including a Downstate Choate loyalist — 
who Is currently under indictment — in 
the leadership. 


The legislators are determined to rid 


the party of the domination of the Chi- 
cago-Choate alliance which has existed 
for decades. 


"We didn't go to all this trouble just to 


get a new face," declared Mrs. Chap- 
man. 


It Is generally agreed, however, that 


Rep. Gerald Shea, the leader of the Da- 
ley faction, will become majority leader 
If Redmond Is elected. The Independents 


acknowledge that the 42 representatives 
responsive to Daley represent 40 per cent 
of the Democrats in the House, and are 
entitled to a strong voice in the lead- 
ership. 


Rep. Glenn Schneider, D-Napervllle, 


widely acknowledged as the chief archi- 
tect of the stop-Choate movement, said 
yesterday he Is "optimistic" about Red- 
mond's election. 


After picking up the 42 Chicago votes, 


Redmond remained blocked by Choate 
supporters through 22 ballots Friday. 
Schneider said he was hopeful that the 
bitterness they felt over Choate's rejec- 
tion has subsided over the weekend. 


"Bill caught all the hard feelings when 


Choate was stopped," said Schneider, 
"but that would have happened ta any- 
one who was picked." 


The Democrats also credited Republi- 


cans, and a new rule in the spcakcrsliip 
election, with the dumping of Choate. 


Early in the balloting, the Republicans 


caucused and agreed unanimously to 
cast all their votes for their own candi- 
date, Rep. James (Bud) Washburn of 
Morris. Without that agreement, 25 or 30 
Republicans willing to risk the dis- 
approval of their GOP colleagues could 
have crossed over and elected Choate. 


While the Republicans could retreat 


from that stand, releasing members for 
crossover votes if the balloting remains 
deadlocked, It Is considered unlikely. 


"While this (the continued balloting) is 


dull and boring," observed Rep. Leo La- 
Fleur, R-Bloomingdale, "it is helpful to 
our cause as the minority party." With

Democrats to unveil economic plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Stealing the 


march on President Ford's State of the 
Union proposals, congressional Demo- 
crats will present their own program to- 
day to end the nation's economic crisis 
through a tax cut and eight other major 
reforms within the next 90 days. 


The program includes'proposals for a 


tough wage and price control program, 
possible gasoline rationing, Increased 
credit, additional public service jobs and 
an emergency housing program. 


If the more traditional measures do not 


show significant progress In reducing In- 
terest rates by mid-summer, the plan 
says, Congress should consider enacting 
a progressive tax on the income derived 
from interest rates of 9 per cent and 
above.

The seven-page document was pre- 


pared by a task force of the Democratic 
Steering and Policy Committee. Rep. 
Jim Wright, D-Tex., was chairman of the 
group, named by Speaker Carl Albert. 


Chailenging Congress to take the in- 


illative immediately rather than wait for 
presidential proposals, the program criti- 
cizes economic policies of the Nixon ad- 
ministration as "cruel" and Indirectly 
calls those of the Ford administration 
"half-way" and "timid." 


The Democratic presentation will come 


two days before Ford's State of the 
Union address, in which the President 
plans to unveil his own new programs for 
coping with the twin ills of inflation and 
recession. 


First among the Ideas was tax reform 


and relief. "The quickest way to gener- 
ate the added purchasing power needed 
to counter the current recession and to 
case the burden of those most damaged 
by inflation is through tax relief for low 
and middle Income families," the plan 
sold. 


It said, "We need a tough but selective 


program to halt the current wage-price 
spiral." It proposed an independent 
agency with power to Issue subpoenas, to 
order price increases delayed up to 90 
days and to impose more permanent con- 
trols In extreme cases.

RESIDENTS OF Tay Ninh pack belongings aboard but 
as they evacuate the provincial capital. Government 
troops Sunday regained control of the main road to 
Saigon, clearing the way for their flight. 


SAIGON (UPI) — U.S. aircraft have been making regular 


reconnaissance flights over North Vietnam and Communist- 
held territory In the south in violation of the Vietnam peace 
agreement, a high-ranking American source said Sunday. 


American aircraft carriers and other warships also have 


made regular forays into the waters off South Vietnam during 
the same period, the source said. 


He said the purpose of both actions is to serve notice on the 


Communists that U.S. support continues for the Saigon gov- 
rnment. 


In the ground war, military sources Sunday said govern- 


ment forces have cleared the main road from Saigon to Tay 
Ninh City, opening the way for refugees to resume their flight 
to Saigon. 


Tay Ninh, 75 miles northwest of Saigon, is clogged with 


refugees who fear the city is the next target of the Commu- 
nists following their takeover of Phuoc Binh last Tuesday. 


The reconnaissance flights over North Vietnam violate the 


1973 pact signed in Paris by secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer and North Vietnamese negotiator Le Due Tho. 


In other developments Sunday: 
Analysts said the fall of Phuoc Long Province was a boon 


to the Viet Cong and a blow to the morale of the South 
Vietnamese government in Saigon, but there is a strong possi- 
bility the short-range success of the attack could turn against 
the Communists and, in the long term, become a help for 
Saigon. 


From Saigon to Washington, officials have said the loss of 


Phouc Long points up the problem allegedly created by deep 
Congressional cuts in military aid to Vietnam. A Vietnamese 
officer said, "With the aid money we now have ($700 million) 
we can't even keep the ammunition stocks up to where they 
should be." 


In Manila, two amphibious Marine attack groups are at the 


U.S. Navy base at Subic Bay, but a Navy statement Sunday 
said their presence was "not unusual." A Manila newspaper 
said it was the first time that such Marine units and war 
equipment, including tanks, showed up at Subic since the 
Vietnam peace agreement went into effect in 1973. A Navy 
statement said: "The report is incorrect." 


CIA probe to begin today 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An eight 


member presidential panel headed by' 
Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller 
will hold its first meeting today in an 
Investigation to determine whether the 
CIA engaged In widespread illegal do- 
mestic spying. 


The Rockefeller commission, under or- 


ders to report by April 4, is expected to • 
hear CIA director William Colby, former 
director Richard Helms, Defense Secre- 
tary James Schleslngcr and Secretory of 
State Henry Kissinger during the six 
hour closed door session. 


David Bolin of Des Molnes, Iowa, a 


former counsel for the Warren Commis- 
sion which investigated the assassination 


of John F. Kennedy, is expected to serve 
as the panel's executive director. 


A Rockefeller spokesman said much of 


the first meeting will be devoted to or- 
ganizational matters, but added that be- 
cause the vice president wants to get 
"right down to work" on the CIA probe, 
"substantive issues" will be taken up. 


Colby was scheduled as the only offi- 


cial witness and he is expected to read ta 
the commission the report he prepared 
for President Ford in response to allega- 
tions the CIA's domestic activities in- 
cluded compiling a list of 9,000 American 
anti-war and other activists. 


Meantime, Sen. John L. McClellan, 


D-Ark., announced Sunday that his Sen- 
ate Appropriations subcommittee on in- 


telligence operations would summon Col- 
by and Helms to a hearing Wednesday 
morning. 


The subcommittee was the fifth Con- 


gressional panel to schedule or consider 
scheduling investigations of charges that 
the intelligence agency has been spying 
on Americans. 


The CIA controversy broke last Dec. 22 


in a New York Times article which 
charged the agency had "intelligence 
files on at least 10,000 American citi- 
zens," and that in addition there was evi- 
dence of "dozens of other illegal activi- 
ties within the United States by members 
of the CIA ... Including break-Ins, wire- 
tapping and the surreptitious Inspection 
of mail."

Environmental commissioner 4th member 
3 Wheeling trustees form slate

Three Wheeling village trustees an- 


nounced Sunday they have formed tho 
Community Party slato for tho April 
election and began their campaign by 
denying any knowledge of shakedowns of 
developers and builders in the village. 


Trustees John W. Koeppen, Albert W. 


Lang and Edward A. Bcrgcr said they 
will bo joined on the Community Party 
slate by William A. Rogers, chairman of 
tho village's environmental advisory 
commission. Berger will seek the two- 
year term, while the others will seek 
four-year terms. 


The four candidates issued personal 


economic statements, a code of ethics 
and a six-point platform Sunday. They 
will oppose two other announced slates, 
tho Wheeling Improvement Party and 
the Wheeling Representative Party. 


DESPITE THE DENIALS that the 


trustees knew of shakedowns, Koeppen 
disclosed that a developer once told him 
and several other trustees of being In- 
timidated in Wheeling. The officials did 
not do anything about it when the devel- 
oper balked at making the allegation 
publicly before tho village board, Koep- 
pen said. 


Both Berger and Lang said they had 


heard rumors of the shakedowns for 
which political boss James Stavros and 
six other former Wheeling and Cook 
County officials were indicted by a feder- 
al grand jury last February. 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 


Democratic committeeman, currently Is 
serving a four-year term after he pled 
guilty to extorting $92,000 from three 
Wheeling developers and filing a false In- 
come tax return. Eight other accounts, 


including charges of extorting an addi- 
tional $91,250 from Wheeling builders, 
were dropped as part of an agreement 
with the U.S. Attorney's Office. The oth- 
er four former Wheeling officials also 
pleaded guilty to various charges. 


BERGER SAID THAT while "rumors 


wero running around," no one would 
come forward and say they were being 
shook down. "There Is nothing we can do 
unless we have names," Bergcr said. 


A new development checklist, devel- 


oped by Koeppen, helps the board keep 
track of developments, Bergcr said. But 
when asked If that alone would eliminate 
such shakedowns, he said, "There is no 
way you can eliminate that completely." 


Lang suggested that part of the way to 


stop shakedowns is "by being open in ev- 
erything you do." He said he wants to 
expose corruption when he finds it and

added that he will do "everything in my 
power to prevent it ever happening 
again." 


KOEPPEN SAID the big problem was 


that to his knowledge "no developer has 
ever come before the board to say this 
problem fc going on and what can the 
board do about it." 


He disclosed that several years ago a 


builder came to his hquse and said he 
was being intimidated, but the man re- 
fused to come to the village board and 
make the allegation publicly. Koeppen 
said he learned later the same man went 
to the other five trustees privately with 
the same story but each time refused to 
make a public statement at a board 
meeting. 


Rogers said, "I'm sure the other par- 


lies will raise this issue and use it as a 
broad brush to cover everyone connected 
with village hall. The State's Attorney's 
Office is where the investigation should 
be done, not in the village hall." 


Berger said he had no knowledge of 


anyone else being involved with shake- 
downs other than the seven who were in- 
dicted. He added that the village board's 
accountability sessions with the public is 
another effort to prevent a repetition of 
the scandal.

study, but whether they will cooperate 
with the CHA or another group in con- 
struction of public housing is another 
question." 


Village Prcs. Charles Zettek said the 


CHA study "doesn't disturb me. Of 
course we will cooperate with the study; 
however until the results arc announced 
it's difficult to comment." 


Zettek said his concerns about public 


housing are the same he would apply to 
any housing prdposed for the community. 
"We, like other communities want hous- 
ing that conforms with our housing codes 
and zoning. Perhaps public housing can 
fit in. We would have to be familiar with 
the plan before we know," he said. 


Schneider said the research teams 


should be interviewing suburban officials 
in two months and the results of the 
study will be submitted to U.S. District 
Court Judge Richard B. Austin, who in- 
itially ordered the CHA to build public 
housing at scattered sites.

Social Security 


overhaul needed 


The lighter side 
Bill of rights 
for vets of WIN 


Is there no end ? 


Our Social Security system needs 


o full-scale overhaul to make it 
serve us better, but judging from 
recent developments, that overhaul 
should not be expected soon. 


Instead, there's every indication 


that the system will inflict even 
heavier burdens on middle income 
workers, as shown by the recent 
recommendations from the Social 
Security Advisory Council, a gov- 
ernment panel. 


This group, which is concerned 


that benefit payments will outstrip 
employe contributions, has sug- 
gested that Congress 
consider 


raising the retirement age for 
benefits from 65 to 68. 


Another remedy, according to 


the council, would be to boost the 
cutoff on income subject to Social 
Security taxes from the current 
$14.100 to $24,000, starting next 
Jan. 1. 


These recommendations would 


mean a sharper bite from our pay- 
checks, which Is precisely what we 
don't need In the middle of the cur- 
rent recession. Further, it's n basic 
perversion of the kind of benefits 
the Social Security system should 
be providing to Americans. 


In effect, there's a danger that 


we'll continue to be perpetual 
slaves to this hungry system — and 


Congress should address itself to 
the basic issues of reforming this 
program which is increasingly out 
of touch with the basic needs of 
wage-earning Americans. 


No one's suggesting that Social 


Security should be abolished, for it 
meets a responsibility of providing 
at least a meager income to any- 
one who has given a lifetime of 
work to this nation. 


But Social Security, burdened by 


the cost of Medicare and too re- 
strictive for Americans who wish 
to supplement its meager benefits, 
must be reformed to make it an 
equitable system. 


We've enacted laws to reform 


the abuses of private pension 
plans, and there's a good chance 
this session of Congress will enact 
a nation-wide medical insurance 
plan. 


Congress, then, has the obliga- 


tion to review Social Security in 
the light of these developments, 
and to change its structure to 
make it less of a pay-as-you-go sys- 
tem which places an Increasingly 
intolerable burden on middle in- 
come Americans. Such a move will 
take political courage, but it is an 
obligation to aid those millions of 
us who both contribute increasing 
amounts of money to it and enjoy 
its only partial benefits.

It is a short war and not necessarily n 


merry one. No sooner do we finish basic 
training than we are told to line up for 
discharge. 


According to the White House, inflation 


is out, recession is in. 


The advisers who were urging lower 


spending and higher taxes are reported 
to have lost the argument to those favor- 
ing higher spending and lower taxes. 


SO CONSUMERS who enlisted last fall, 


responding to President Ford's call for 
volunteer Inflation fighters, will soon be 
hanging up their WIN buttons. 


Balnbridge Flickclnurd, commander of 


VWI Post 1984, said his group's main 
purpose will be to help its members 
make the transition from inflationary to 
recessionary status. 


"Psychologically, it will require a big 


adjustment," he said. "They have taken 
thousands of courteous, docile consumers 
and trained them in biting bullets, tight- 
ening belts and other anti-inflationary 
tactics. 


"You can't indoctrinate a consumer to 


hale middlemen and boycott price- 
gougers and expect him to change over- 
night." 


I asked Flickelnurd how the VWI 


planned to handle the problem. 


"We'll have weekly meetings at which 


we show recessionary orientation films 
depicting layoffs in the auto industry and 
other economic weak spots. 


"Through these audiovisual aids the in- 


flation war vet who has been conditioned 
to expect a tax increase will be brain- 
washed to accept tax cuts." 


I SAID. "What about bullet-biting? I've 


heard that many of the volunteers in the 
war against inflation became addicted to 
biting bullets." 


"That's true," Flickelnurd said, "and 


the VWI plans to offer treatment and 
counseling services to help them break 
the habit. 


"In its early phases, this program will 


stress the use of bullet substitutes to 
make withdrawal easier. We'll have in- 
flation war veterans biting the dust, bit- 
ing their nails and maybe biting the hand 
that feeds them. 


"Eventually, of course, the aim is to 


conquer their dependence on ballistic 
mastication." 


But Flickelnurd believes the biggest 


problem facing inflation war vets will be 
untightening their belts. 


That makes it more likely the reces- 


sion will catch them with their pants 
down.

Months after The Herald blew 


the whistle on potentially defective 
furnaces, and years after officials 
of the town realized there were 
serious problems In perhaps as 
many as 1,700 homes, joint In- 
spections by the village and Centex 
arc underway. Hopefully, with 
close supervision by the Elk Grove 
V i l l a g e Building Department, 
homeowners will now receive ade- 
quate inspection and replacement 
of defective parts. 


Incredible as it seems, it was not 


until this week that Centex Homes 
agreed to the basic idea that repre- 
sentatives of the Building Depart- 
ment could accompany Centex fur- 


nace Inspectors on their rounds.

Without exception, everyone is very 


concerned about what appears to be the 
irresponsible manner in which the Chi- 
cago newspapers, radio and TV are re- 
porting the state of our economy. 


A few years ago, during the rioting 


era, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that 
the right of free speech granted under 
the First Amendment did not include the 
right to yell "Fire" in a crowded theater. 
In my opinion, the media are doing just 
that in reporting our economy. 


How does the media yell "Fire"? By 


constantly and prominently featuring ev- 
ery minute adverse change in the econo- 
my. In the case of the Chicago news- 
papers, It's done by headline and front 
page prominence. In the case of radio 
and TV, it's done by making it the fea- 
ture of each of their broadcasts. You 
cannot watch one TV channel from 5 to 7 
p.m. without having each half hour seg- 
ment feature and repeat what was heard 
on the previous half hour, and at 10 p.m. 
it starts over again. 


ANOTHER WAY they do it Is by con- 


stantly being negative and distorting the 
news. For example, I believe most of the 
front page economic news would be on 
the back pages or not even reported at 
all if the Vietnam War was still going on 
or if Watergate was In its prime. 


The media are not only negative but in 


my opinion must be intentionally pessi- 
mistic. Recently on five different occa- 
sions I have been fortunate to have been 
in the audience and listened to five very 
prominent economists. Those to whom I 
have listened Included two economic ad- 
visors to former U.S. Presidents; the top 
economic advisor to a major insurance 
group; a former undersecretary of the 
Treasury; and a top economic advisor to 
one of the two largest banks in Chicago. 


All were in agreement that this reces- 


sion was in no way expected to be as 
serious as many people were led to be- 
lieve. They pointed out that the economy 
is always hi a state of flux, but in this 
case there were unusual mechanical 
problems within our economy which 
would take six to nine months to adjust. 
All agreed that at least by September 
1975 our economy would be again on the 
upswing. Some predicted an earlier up- 
swing. One economist stated that the dip 
would not even reach the level of 1958-59 
(and what was so bad about our booming 
Sixties?) Another economist reminded 
his audience that there are and will be 
more people employed than in 1967. 


THERE WERE high ranking members 


of the media In attendance on several of 
these occasions, and it is highly probable 
that other publishers, editors, producers 
and network commentators (or those 
who write their scripts) have .also heard 
these same top economists or their 
equivalent at one time or another. Why 
weren't these positive and optimistic 
facts of the economy featured? One does 
not know, and that's the basis of my con- 
cern. 


Why does the media constantly report 


the glass half empty instead of half full? 
Why do they report 7% unemployed in- 
stead of 93% employed? Why is an In- 
crease of the cost of living from 109.2 to 
110.1 entitled to the term "soar" instead 
of just "increase?" 


Another example: Secretary of the 


Treasury Simon recently made the ob- 
servation that the economy would contin- 
ue to dip until late spring of 1975 and 
then the upturn would begin. What was

the headline of the article on the front 
page? No, not "Economy to turn up in 
Spring." Of course not. It was "Slump to 
get worse till Spring." 


IT DOESN'T require a mental giant to 


know that the power of the press, which 
Includes radio and TV, can effectively in- 
fluence the psychology of this nation. 
Those in control must realize that they 
have already substantially and negative- 
ly influenced a multitude of people. 


The economic problems are obviously 


sufficient to create a recession. The 
media's assistance 
is definitely not 


needed. 


It appears that the media, in an effort 


to sell their services, really do not care if 
the means involves converting a reces- 
sion into a depression. 


I'll tell you, one should not want to be 


around if the media become so desperate 
that they decide to convert a fog into a 
flood. I believe they have the talent, de- 
termination and apparently the irres- 
ponsibility to do it. 


They apparently are proving it now.

CIA, FBI, police can't find out what your 


reading habits are unless they have a subpoena

What you nod Is your own business — 


and Northwest suburban libraries aro 
backing you up on that by standing hard 
aa nails behind policies which forbid li- 
brarians to dlvulgo to anybody your 
reading hablU. 


Virtually all local suburban libraries 


have policies prohibiting the Inspection 
of library patron records except by order 
of subpoena. And at tho Schaumburg 
Township Library, tho policy oven au- 
thorizes resistance to a subpoena. 


Tho most recent policy statement was 


passed this fall by tho Arlington Heights 
Memorial Library Board. 


Dos I d a s Arlington Heights, Mount 


Prospect, Elk Grovo Village, Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grovo and Schaumburg Town- 
ship have written policies prohibiting tho 
Inspection of patron records except by 
subpoena. 


ALTHOUGH TUB libraries In Palatine, 


Rolling Meadows and Dos Plalncs do not 
havo written confldontlnllty-of-rccords 
policies, their librarians say they would 
not dlvulgo library records except by 


subpoena. 


"Happily, nothing specific prompted 


our board's adoption of a confidentiality- 
oMIbrory-rccords policy," sold Frank 
Dompscy, executive librarian at the Ar- 
lington Heights Memorial Library. "We 
just wont to bo prepared ahead of time," 
ho said. 


"In this post-Watergate era, the nation 


Is negative on governmental snooping. 
But about 10 years ago, the FBI and the 
IRS wanted libraries to release titles 
being checked out by their patrons," 
Dempsoy sold. 


In 1070 tho IRS requested access to tho 


circulation records of public libraries in 
Atlanta and Milwaukee so they might 
Identify persons reading material on the 
construction of explosive devices. This 
was during a period of campus unrest in 
protest of tho Vietnam war. 


THE AMERICAN Library Assn., a na- 


tional association of librarians, promptly 
urged its members to adopt a con- 
fldcntlallty-of-records policy. Tho model 
policy stated, "Advlso all librarians and 
library employes that such records shall 


not be made available to any agency of 
state, federal, or local government ex- 
cept pursuant to such process, order or 
subpoena as may be authorized ... pur- 
suant to ... discovery procedures or leg- 
islative investigatory power." 
• 


"This (type of investigation) goes on 


continually, with FBI agents looking for 
one thing or another," said Roger L. 
Funk of the American Library Assn.'s 
Office for Intellectual Freedom in Chi- 
cago. Recently, Funk reported, agents in 
Los Alamos, N.M., were trying to estab- 
lish the subversive nature of certain per- 
sons' actions by looking at library 
records. Lost summer, the FBI in Seattle 
tried to establish some evidence in a 
forgery cose by trying to obtain a library 
patron's signature from library records, 
he sold. 


Although most Northwest suburban li- 


brarians said they had never been asked 
to produce library records, Mary Jo 
Hutchings, head librarian of the Mount 
Prospect Public Library, remembers re- 
fusing to show borrowing records to local 
police in 1967.

Area libraries refuse to disclose your personal reading habits 


Following a citizen complaint that the 


book "Last Exit to Brooklyn" by Hubert 
Selby Jr. was obscene, Mount Prospect 
police asked Mrs. Hutchings for a list of 
persons who had taken the book out of 
the library. Mrs. Hutchings, backed by 
her board, refused to release those 
names. 


MRS. HUTCHINGS, whose library now 


has a written policy protecting con- 
fldentlallty-oMibrary records, said she 


did not wish to "stir things up" by com- 
menting further on the incident. 


While agencies investigating personal 


credit may not want to link avid readers 
of mystery stories to lists of potential 
murderers, their requests to view library 
records also are turned down under con- 
fidentlallty-of-records policies. "We sim- 
ply disregard credit-check inquiries," 


said Mary Clark, head librarian of the 
Elk Grove Public Library. 


Michael Madden, head librarian of the 


Schaumburg Township Library, summed 
up the feelings behind the confidentiality- 
of-records policies: "Our philosophy is 
that a person's personal reading is their 
own business and should not be open for 
scrutiny."

Horse-racing 
revenue up- 
in 74 by 9% 


Final 1974 statistics released by the H- 


llnob Racing Board show significant in- 
creases In total wagering and total reve- 
nue to the state from horao racing. 


Total wagering in 1974 amounted to 


$744.0 million, an Increase of mora than 
ISO minion, or 8.8 per cent more than the 
1973 level. 


Total state revenue from horse racing 


totaled $61.9 million, or 0.0 per cent more 
than last year. 


"Of course, the board is pleased with 


the financial Incrousos experienced this 
year," said Anthony Scariano, racing 
board chairman. "However, they do not 
indicate to us that the sport of horse rac- 
ing In Illinois is aU that healthy. 


"Closer analysis of the statistics shows 


that on a percentage basis, wagering in- 
creased more than twice as much as at- 
tendance. In fact, the increase in attend- 
ance was marginal and offers little real 
encouragement," ho said. 


SCAIUANO SAID that more than any- 


thing else, public confidence in horse 
racing has to be Increased. "This in it- 
self will bring more people to the tracks, 
and our 107S date schedule was designed 
toward achieving that end," he said.

Little League to share college diamond 


The Palatine South Little League will play its games at 


Harper College next spring because of an agreement with the 
college to share a baseball diamond. 


The Harper Board of Trustees approved the agreement 


with the Little League after being assured that college stu- 
dents also will bo able to use the field for Softball. The Little 
League, organization will pay the college $3,000 and the col- 
lege will build the Held across from Its varsity baseball field. 


Board member Robert Rausch briefly objected to the 


agreement, saying, "A Little League baseball Held cannot be 
used to play baseball by anyone over four feet tall." He was 
assured by John Gelch, director of athletics, that, although 
the field will not be large enough for adult baseball games, it 
will be a regulation softball field. 


Rausch said ho was satisfied with the agreement "as long 


as our students get the benefits of a softball field. At first I 
was afraid the next thing we'd be doing would be jungle 
gyms." 


Security reports: see or not see? 


Harper College students may or may not be able to see the 


reports the college's security department has compiled on 
them, but college Vice President Guerin Fischer says the best 
way for a student to be sure is to challenge the school. 


Fischer lost week said be is sure reports in the security 


department relating to Palatine Police Dept. investigations 
on the campus will remain closed to students despite a feder- 
al low requiring colleges to give students access to files kept 
on them. However, he said some "incident reports" drawn up 
by the security department Itself might be opened to students 
under some circumstances. 


"I think there is certain kind of data in the incident reports 


that the student, as a mature adult, should be allowed to 
see," Fischer said. "But there are other reports that imply 
felonies and things like that that would be different" 


When James Rlchter, the student member of the Harper 


board, asked Fischer whether any student could therefore see 


an Incident report, Fischer said, "I guess the best-thing 
would be for a student to ask for one and under the law we'd 
have 45 days to make a decision." 
- 


Fischer also told the board that college officials are keeping 


a close track on proposals hi the Congress to amend the law 
which gives students access to their school records. Amend- 
ments have been passed by both the House and Senate and 
are awaiting action by President Gerald Ford. 


2 administrators appointed 


Two administrators received permanent appointments from 


the Harper College board and the faculty asked that the 
board set aside time later to discuss the process of choosing 
administrators at the college. 


The board approved the appointment of David Williams, 


former director of evening services, to the post of dean of 
transfer programs and the appointment of Calvin Stockman, 
former director of resource services, to dean of continuing 
education. Both men have been serving in their new positions 
on an interim basis since August 


Faculty Senate Pres. Robert Powell told the board the fac- 


ulty has no objections to the two appointees, but said the 
faculty has some concern about the way administrators are 
selected for the school. He presented the board with a letter 
explaining his objections and asked that they discuss the 
problems later. 


Although Powell refused to release the letter to the press, it 


is known that some faculty members at the college have been 
concerned that the process of selecting administrators has 
been dominated by. College Pres. Robert Lahti and that job 
descriptions for administrative jobs have been rewritten to 
accommodate Lahti candidates. 


Under the present college procedure, when an adminis- 


trative vacancy occurs, a committee made up of faculty, ad- 
ministrators and students is formed to interview candidates 
and make recommendations for hiring. The faculty senate 
last month also expressed its displeasure with the way John 
Birkholtz, vice president of academic affairs, was selected.

llclcno stnrtcd out inspecting, now she packages fuses and parts (or 


automobile and TV sets for Littclfusc, Inc., In DCS Plalnes. 


"I wouldn't know what to do If I didn't work!" declared the Mount 


Prospect resident, who boasts a perfect job attendance for the past seven 
years. 


Brown hair modlshly styled and hazel eyes sparkling with good humor, 


youthful looking Mrs. Vaughn thinks working every day is "wonderful." 
So long as her work report remains good and she passes a yearly physical- 
paid for by tho company—Helcnc can continue to work Indefinitely at 
Llttclfuse. 


"EVERY COMPANY should do It!" Hclcnc applauds her employers for 


making It possible for her to stay on the job. 


Dubbed "the little one" by fellow employes, petite Hclcne started for 


Littclfusc in 1942, earning 40 cents on hour. Her company employed about 
100 workers at its former plant in Chicago.

Aspirin won't cure arthritis 


I would ippreclate your Ideas on arthritis. The whole mcdl- 


cil profmlon teemi to be at a lois on that one. Those of us 
who have passed our three score and 10 need help from wmc- 
where. 


I'm M years young, working every day and enjoying It. 


Thus far I have refused all dope, Please express your opinion 
on aspirin. I refuse lo use It. What I want Is prevention. 


To bo a» active as you sound at 84 you must have done a lot 


of prevention already. Working and enjoying It Is one of the 
best preventions of general aches and pains and more serious 
medical problems I know of. Most people who have lived long 
life spans have done the same as you have. 


I wish I could tell you there was a cure for arthritis. The 


osteoarthritls which you have Is an accompaniment of In- 
creasing age. Some have it worse than others. It Is not a new 
disease. Even the ancient dinosaurs had It. 


The degeneration of the bones Is thought to be n sort of 


wear and tear response. That Is why it often affects the 
weightboarlng Joints, like the knees and hips. 


If you arc not having too much discomfort you might as 


well do without medicine. Aspirin for this type of arthritis Is 
useful only to the extent that it relieves pain. It won't cure or 
change (ho progress of thu arthritis. 


YOU DO NEED to maintain the full range of motion of 


your Joints. That will help to keep yotl working and enjoying 
it for another 20 years. Try to move every Joint in your body 
through a full range of motion several times each day. 


That means bending forward on your ankles to stretch your 


ankle tendon, straightening your knees as far as they will go, 
moving your thigh as far forward, backward and to the side 
as you can and methodically moving every joint In all direc- 
tions as far as possible without straining yourself. Such ex- 
ercises help prevent loss of motion later. 


Keeping active usually Involves at least some of these 


movements and helps a great deal. 


For mild ostooarthritls with no evidence of deformity, 


medicine to control discomfort, if needed, and general medi- 
cal support ususually enough. For other forms of arthritis, 
such as rheumatoid arthritis, or more serious osteoarthritis 
an arthritis specialist, at least to evaluate the course of the 
disease, is a good Idea. 


It Is also Important to keep your weight down. Obesity 


merely adds to the wear and tear on weight-bearing Joints. I 
would suspect that overweight is not one of your problems. It 
is interesting how seldom it is a problem in people over 80 
years old. One of my doctor friends once observed to me after 
a trip to Florida that be seldom saw any old fat people, just 
old skinny ones. There ought to be some sort of a lesson in 
that observation.

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Nitch, Tague record 
top freestyle times

Everyone who left Olympic Pool happy 


but hoarso on Friday afternoon wasn't 
regretting one moment after watching 
two of tho greatest high school frccsty- 
ton In America. 


Arlington's Joe Nltch and Honey's 


Chrli Tague gave a stunning account'of 
their talents before a packed house as 
they split over ZOO and 500 yards, an anx- 
ious preview to their meeting for Mid- 
Suburban League honors on Friday, Feb. 
11, at Buffalo Grove. 


Nltch won first, taking the shorter dis- 


tance in 1:48.08 as Tague touched at 
1:48.14. Then Taguo, only a junior, 
claimed his decision by leading 10-of-20 
laps to win tho 500 In 4:50.40. Nttch swam 
4:91.30. 


Arlington won the meet, 08-73, to vir- 


tually ensure a conference championship 
for coach Don Andersen's Cardinals. 


Avid swimming fans already recognize 


tho freestyle clockings by Nltch and 
Taguo as superior. But how much so? 


A c c o r d i n g to Swimming World, 


January edition, those 500 times place 
Tague third and Nltch fourth In the coun- 
try. They're among the leaders In 200. 


Both, however, trail Hinsdale Central's 


Dan Gricbal who leads Illinois high 
school freostylers with 1:45.8 In 200 and 
4:49.6 over the longer distance. 


After Nitch touched-out Tague in the 


200, there wasn't any question their 500 
race would bo equally outstanding. 
Taguo took a small advantage on the 
second 25 yards and never trailed after- 
wards. 


"I knew he goes out slower by a couple 


seconds and starts picking up around the 
250-yard mark," Tague said of Nitch. 
"At 350,1 saw him coming and just said, 
'I'm not gonna give up.' 


"I really thought he'd pull up-on me 


and I'd die," the lanky swimmer said. "I 
took a peek at him on the last 50 and 
knew I couldn't quit even though I felt 
like dying. 


"I've never had any real competition 


before this year. That's why I didn't 
know whether I'd die or not," Tague 
added. 


That Tague defeated Nitch isn't nearly 


so surprising as their times. Both had 
swum near 4:54 in the 500, Nitch four- 
tenths slower at 4:54.4. 


"I didn't think I'd get that far down," 


Tague admitted. "The clock said fifty- 
two (4:52) and that's what I thought It 
was." Making remarkable progress, 
Tague has cut 25 seconds from his 500 
freestyle during the past dozen months. 


And all this from a young man who 


didn't like the sport when he first started 
about six yean ago. "My father made 
me go out for n'team when I was about 
11 or 12 because my brother (Reynolds) 
was a pretty good swimmer," Tagne 
sold. 


"I. swore I'd never swim again. We had 


a real hard coach." Apparently, all that 
work Is now paying off. 


School records fell in bundles. Nitch 


set Arlington marks in both freestyles as 
did Tague for Hersey in the 500. Tim 
Wheeler, Dick Hawes, John SUter and 
Tague won 400 freestyle relay in 3:31.0 
for another Huslde Record. 


Although he didn't win, finishing sec- 


' ond, Kersey's Craig Bruce established a 


new school record with 1:09.09 in 100 
breaststroke. 


But the final result hinged partially 


upon disqualification of Kersey's SUter in 
200 Individual medley. His 2:10.62 will

Television 
in review

WILLIAM (RUSTY) Calley was con- 


victed by a military tribunal of murder- 
ing 22 Vietnamese civilians at My Lai. 
He was sentenced to life In prison by the 
court in 1971. But the prison term even- 
tually was reduced to 20 years. Calley is 
free pending the Army's appeal of the 
decision. 


The issue surrounding Calley Is one of 


the most controversial In the history of 
United States military justice. Some 
'people think the officer was made a 
scapegoat for war crimes in Vietnam 
and should be freed because his superi- 
ors got off. Others disagree and demand 
his execution. He killed the innocent vil- 
lagers, they say. 


Kramer was asked If he thought Calley 


should dance at the gallows. He said no 
and jumped up from a couch to defend 
the military man. He pulls off his suit 
jacket to prepare his defense. He's like a 
prize fighter when he's provoked. There 
is a look of Spencer Tracy about him 
when he's angry. 


"CALLEY'S STORY is really the story 


of Vietnam," said the 60-year-old Kra- 
mer. "There was never a war like this. 
Everyone was an enemy, even little chil- 
dren. It was a terrible place, and a lot of 
guys did terrible things they can't ac- 
count for in the cool light of day. Calley 
was one of them. He was an ordinary 
guy, maybe a little less average, and he 
was thrown into a horrible situation. 


"And he reacted in a way that ended 


the concept of the American soldier with 
a chocolate bar. But, there were others 
along the line who Issued commands and 
carried out orders, only they got off or 
were granted immunity." 


Kramer, who was present at Calley's 


trial, stayed with the transcript of the 
proceeding. Those portions of the two- 
hour show that dealt with Calley's pri- 
vate life he received from the officer. 


The problem with the show seems to 


be that It follows the trial too literally.

Area shivers 
in coldest

The Northwest 
suburban 
area 


registered its coldest weekend this 
winter — ushered In by a fierce thun- 
derstorm and buffeting winds. The 
cold snap is expected to stretch 
through Thursday. 


Strong winds coupled with a low of 


2 degrees at 6 a m. Sunday blasted 
residents with a wind-chill factor 
comparable to 32 degrees below zero, 
a spokesman for the US. Weather 
Service said. The high for Monday 
was forecast at 15 to 20 degrees, and 
the wind was expected to whip up 
from 10 to 20 m p h., the spokesman 
said. 


The bitter cold settled over most of 


the upper Midwest, and an accom- 
panying blizzard that piled snow as 
high as 10 feet claimed at least 23 
lives hi Nebraska, South Dakota, 
Iowa and Minnesota. 


TEMPERATURES 
plummeted 


steadily from the season high of 60 
degrees Friday as a -cold front 
passed through, hitting the area with 
a heavy thunderstorm and wind 
gusts up to 50 mph. reported at 
O'Hare Airport. 


The gustlng winds uprooted small 


trees, downed large tree branches, 
caused shed structures to collapfe 
and be blown into other yards and 
windows to break throughout the 
Northwest area.

Active citizens key to corruption fight: forum

Citizens shouldn't wait for prosecutors 


to remove public officials from office, 
but Instead should become active and 
concerned about their own local govern- 
ment. 


That was one of tho central messages 


presented Friday at Harper College at a 
seminar on "Ferreting out Corruption" 
led by Anton Valukas, chief of the spe- 
cial investigation division for U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson; Village Prcs, Virginia 
Haytcr of Hoffman Estates; J. Tcrrcnce 
Brunner, executive director of the Better 
Government Assn., and William Mooncy, 
Investigative reporter for tho Chicago 
Daily News. 


"If I can't Indict and convict someone 


for a crime I can't take him out of office, 
but you can," Valukas told tho audience 
of about 30. "Wo have taken, including 
police officers, about 250 people out of 
offflcc and if that seems like a lot, It 
shouldn't. Thousands of officials could be 
thrown out of office in one election." 


VALUKAS HAS BEEN involved in in- 


vcstigatlona of corruption that have re- 
sulted in convictions of former officials 
of Hoffman Estates and Wheeling. He 
said the U.S. Attorney's office now is in- 
vestigating corruption in 48 suburbs. He 
said the major question that arises out of 
corruption Investigations is "how the 
people let that happen." 


Valukas, Brunner and Mrs Hayter 


agreed that corruption continues in local 
governments because of citizen apathy. 
"The contempt in which you're held by 
public officials from the governor to the 
lowest township officials comes because 
they don't believe you care," Brunner 
said. 


Valukas offered some practical advice 


to citizens checking on their government. 


"There are three areas where you're 


likely to find graft if it exists — in zon- 
ing, liquor licenses and Items which are 
purchased every year," he said. He ad- 
vised citizens to check out the costs of 
Items their officials buy "and if you find 
your village just purchased more rock 
salt than it could possibly use in the next

power to prevent it ever happening 
again." 


KOEPPEN SAID the big problem was 


that to his knowledge "no developer has 
ever come before the board to say this 
problem Is going on and what can the 
board do about it." 


Ho disclosed that several years ago a 


builder came to his house and said he 
was being intimidated, but the man re- 
fused to come to the village board and 
mako the allegation publicly. Kocppen 
said he learned later the same man went 
to tho other five trustees privately with 
tho same story but each time refused to 
make a public statement at a board 
meeting. 


Rogers said, "I'm sure the other par- 


ties will raise this issuo and use it as a 
broad brush to cover everyone connected 
with village hall. The State's Attorney's 
Office is where the Investigation should 
be done, not in the village hall." 


Bcrgcr said he had no knowledge of 


anyone else being involved with shake- 
downs other than the seven who were in- 
dicted. He added that the village board's 
accountability sessions with the public is 
another effort to prevent a repetition of 
the scandal. 


KOEPPEN, THE senior member of 


tho village board, said the decision to 
form the Community Party (Corn-Par) 
was made Wednesday and the four had 
met to discuss the election for the first 
time Jan. 3.

joint campaign docs not mean that their 
board votes are tied to each other. "We 
had to find out if we were compatible, if 
we had the same ideas," Koeppen said, 
adding that the fact that they were com- 


patible doesn't make them "yes men" to 
each other. 


Berger, ho said he volunteered to run 


for the one two-year term, said the four 
candidates really were running as four 
individuals because "we are not respon- 
sible to each other." He said he and the 
other two incumbents gave 
serious 


thought to running as independents. 
, LANG ALSO said the four would 
"maintain our individuality. He added 
that o prime reason for forming the par- 
ty was financial — that it would be 
cheaper to run 'together and that key 
campaign positions would not have to be 
duplicated -as they would in separate 
campaigns. 


All four pledged that their campaign 


would be "completely open." Lang said, 
"In this campaign our books, our finan- 
cial status will bo' open. We want this 
campaign to be run above board and in 
the open." 


As part of their "positive campaign," 


Corn-Par issued a six-point platform and 
its members said they were working on 
three other issues "for the over-all Im- 
provement of the village and its citi- 
zens." 


The six points in the platform issued 


Sunday were: "The continued devel- 
opment of: local government acting 
openly in behalf of its citizens; govern- 
ment answerable to its citizens and not 
any special interest or political group; 
an expanded professional staff of well- 
qualified people working in behalf of the 
community; a flood program to provide 
peace of mind; government representing 
all of the community; and a community 
worthy of pride." 


SPEAKING TO the last point, Lang 


said he decided to try and retain his 


board seat because "Wheeling already 
has been like an unwanted stepchild and 
I don't like that image. I don't like a 
negative image about the village I live 
in." 


The four candidates also presented 


signed statements, saying in the cases of 
Koeppen, Lang and Berger that their 
homes arc the only property "within the 
confines and environs of the Village of 
Wheeling that is owned cither wholly or 
partially by myself or members of my 
family." Roger's statement differed in 
that he rents his house from his sister, 
who owns three houses in the village. 


The signed statements of all four also 


said that they and members of their fam- 
ilies are not stock holders or have a mon- 
etary interest in any business that sells 
material or services to the, Village of 
Wheeling. 


The slate members said that none of 


their relatives has ever been or is now a 
village employe or a member of a village 
board, commission or committee. Kocp- 
pen said his wife was a member of the 
community relations commission, but it 
was before he became a village trustee. 


IN THE CODE of ethics, the candi- 


dates said all laws and legal regulations 
of all governments should be upheld by 
government officials. They also pledged 
full performance in their duties, no pri- 
vate promises binding on their duties as 
village officials, no private business with 
the government, no discrimination or 
acceptance of any gifts which might be 
construed by "reasonable persons" as 
bribes and exposure of corruption "wher- 
ever discovered." 


The candidates are:

village trustee since 1965; 


• Lang, 48, of 753 S. Dennis Rd., two *-•• 


years elected village trustee and two 
years appointed trustee;

Rogers had been in contact with both

Development of a comprehensive plan 


for DCS Ploincs loads a list of six priority 
needs compiled by the Community De- 
velopment Task Force on how tho dry 
could spend U.S. Housing and Commu- 
nity Development Act funds.

Found hiding in forest preserve 
Murder-try suspect

Estates police spotted a car matching 
the description near Algonquin and Har- 
rington roads, and pursued it south on 
Barrington Rood, at speeds exceeding 
100 m.p.h. 


Burrows lost sight of the car at Bar- 


rington Road and tho Northwest Tollway, 
and It was assumtd tho car went onto 
tho toll way. 


Minutes later, a report of a twc-car ac-

Area shivers 
in coldest 
iveekend 


The Northwest suburban area 


registered its coldest weekend this 
winter — ushered in by a fierce thun- 
derstorm and buffeting winds. The 
cold snap is expected to stretch 
through Thursday. 


Strong winds coupled with a low of 


2 degrees at 6 a.m. Sunday blasted 
residents with a wind-chill factor 
comparable to 32 degrees below zero, 
a spokesman for the U.S. Weather 
Service said. The high for Monday 
was forecast at 15 to 20 degrees, and 
the wind was expected to whip up 
from 10 to 20 m.p.h., the spokesman 
said. 


The bitter cold settled over most of 


the upper Midwest, and an accom- 
panying blizzard that piled snow as 
high as 10 feet claimed at least 23 
lives in Nebraska, South Dakota, 
Iowa and Minnesota. 


TEMPERATURES 
plummeted 


steadily from the season high of 60 
degrees Friday as a cold front 
passed through, hitting the area with 
a heavy thunderstorm and wind 
gusts up to 50 m.p.h. reported at 
O'Hare Airport. 


The gusting winds uprooted small 


trees, downed large tree branches, 
caused shed structures to collapda 
and be blown into other yards and 
windows to break throughout the 
Northwest area. The high winds 
touched off many alarms, sending 
area policemen scurrying to various 
stores and businesses.

Candidates to get swamped with forms 


DCS Plaines atdermanlc candidates 


could find themselves in for a surprise 
this year shortly after they file their 
nominating petitions. 


City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach has been 


sending all of the candidates a large 
packet of information dealing with the 
regulations they must follow to comply 
with tho Illinois campaign financing 
laws. 


According to tho state law, the clerk's 


office is required to send the material 
within 48 hours after tho candidates file 
tho nominating petitions. 


While the candidates will find them- 


selves swamped with a number of book- 


lets, forms and other papers, the law 
generally requires candidates to'file a 
s t a t e m e n t of contributions or ex- 
penditures if they exceed $1,000. 


HOWEVER, THE LAW also requires 


tho candidates to file a statement of their 
campaign committee organization re- 
gardless of how much money they might 
receive in contributions or expenditures. 
The organizational statements must be 
filed with the county clerk's office. 


While the candidates will not be re- 


quired to report contributions or ex- 
penditures unless they exceed $1,000, the 
law does stipulate that the candidates 


must keep a record of all contributions of 
more than $20. 


Tho low also states that contributions 


from anonymous sources cannot be ac- 
cepted. 


BESIDES FINANCIAL contributions, 


the law also requires the candidates to 
take into account the value of donations 
of equipment or assistance. 


City officials indicated that in the past 


not many aldermanlc contests involved 
the expenditure of more than $1,000. 


The law calls for penalties ranging up 


to $500 for candidates who fail to comply 
with the filing or disclosure require- 
ments.

Seminar at Harper 
Active citizens 'must fight corruption

Citizens shouldn't wait for prosecutors 


to remove public officials from office, 
but Instead should become active and 
concerned about their own local govern- 
ment. 


That was one of the central messages 


presented Friday at Harper College at a 
seminar on "Ferreting out Corruption" 
led by Anton Valukas, chief of the spe- 
cial investigation division for U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson; Village Pros. Virginia 
Haytcr of Hoffman Estates; J. Terrence 
Brunncr, executive director of the Better 
Government Assn., and William Mooney, 
investigative reporter for tho Chicago 
Dolly News. 


"If I can't indict and convict someone 


for a crime I can't take him out of office, 
but you can," Valukas told the audience 
of about 30. "We have taken, Including 
police officers, about 250 people out of 
offfico and if that seems like a lot, it 
shouldn't. Thousands of officials could be 
thrown out of office in one election." 


VALUKAS HAS BEEN Involved in in- 


vestigations of corruption that have re- 
sulted In convictions of former officials 
of Hoffman Estates and Wheeling. He 
said tho U.S. Attorney's office now is In- 
vestigating corruption in 48 suburbs. He 
said the major question that arises out of 
corruption investigations is "how the 
people let that happen." 


Valukas, Brunncr and Mrs. Haytcr 


agreed that corruption continues In local 
governments because of citizen apathy. 
"Tho contempt In which you're held by 
public officials from the governor to the 
lowest township officials comes because 
they don't believe you care," Brunner 
sold. 


Valukas offered some practical advice 


to citizens checking on their government. 


"There are three areas where you're 


likely to find graft If it exists — in zon- 
ing, liquor licenses and items which are 
purchased every year," ho said. He ad- 
vised citizens to check out the costs of 
items their officials buy "and if you find 


your village just purchased more rock 
salt than It could possibly use hi the next 
30 years, you have a hint that something 
is going on." 


In addition, Valukas sold local zoning 


.officials are likely to be dealing with de- 


velopers who have a lot of money and "it 
takes a lot of will power to say no. If the 
citizens aren't looking down the officials' 
necks, It can get pretty easy to get cozy 
with a developer. I wouldn't be afraid to 
ask a village official whether he's gone 
to lunch with a developer and who picked 
up the tab." 


MRS. 
HAYTER. who entered village 


government In 1969 when her slate de- 
feated long-time village officials who 
have since been sent to jail for accepting 
bribes, said, "The first indication of 
trouble Is when you can't find anything 
that makes any sense. When I first came 
into office there wasn't a file to be had 
anywhere." 


Mrs. Haytcr also said citizens should 


demand that their local officials provide 
information on their income-tax returns, 
stocks and other financial business. "I 
consider public officials public records," 


she said. 


Valukas pointed to Mrs. Hayter's party 


in Hoffman Estates and opposition to vil- 
lage officials in Wheeling as examples of 
efforts by citizens to "throw the scoun- 
drels out."

person who has other false Identification 
could get the card issued if he's willing 
to have his'picture taken.

"I use the card from time to time my- 


self," Kusper said, adding he's had no 
problems cashing checks with it. 


But Mrs. Weber's luck has been run-

That was one of the central messages 


presented Friday at Harper College at a 
seminar on "Ferreting out Corruption" 
led by Anton Valukas, chief of the spe- 
cial investigation division for U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson; Village Pres./Vlrglnla 
Hoyter of Hoffman Estates; J. Tcrrence 
Brunner, executive director of the Better 
Government Assn., and William Mooney, 
Investigative reporter for the Chicago 
Dolly News. 


"If I can't indict and convict someone 


for a crime I can't take him out of office, 
but you can," Valukas told the audience 
of about 30. "We have taken, including 
police officers, about 250 people out of 
offflce and if that seems like a lot, it 


shouldn't. Thousands of officials could be 
thrown out of office in one election." 


VALUKAS HAS BEEN involved in in- 


vestigations of corruption that have re- 
sulted in convictions of former officials 
of Hoffman Estates and Wheeling. He 
said the U.S. Attorney's office now is in- 
vestigating corruption in 48 suburbs. He 
said the major question that arises out of 
corruption Investigations is "how the 
people let that happen." 


Valukas, Brunner and Mrs. Hayter 


agreed that corruption continues in local 
governments because of citizen apathy. 
"The contempt In which you're held by 
public officials from the governor to the 
lowest township officials comes because 
they don't believe you care," Brunner 
said. 


Valukas offered some practical advice 


to citizens checking on their government. 


"There are three areas where you're 


likely to find graft if it exists — in zon- 


ing, liquor licenses and items which are 


• purchased every year," he said. He ad- 
• vised citizens to check out the costs of 


items their officials buy "and if you find 
your village just purchased more rock 
salt than it could possibly use in the next 
30 years, you have a hint that something 
is going on." 


In addition, Valukas said local zoning 


officials are likely to be dealing with de- 
velopers who have a lot of money and "it 
takes a lot of will power to say no. If the 
citizens .aren't looking down the officials' 
necks, it can get pretty easy to get cozy 
with a developer. I wouldn't be afraid to 
ask a village official whether he's gone 
to lunch with a developer and who picked 
up the tab." 


MRS. HAYTER, who entered village 


government in 1969 when her slate de- 
feated long-time village officials who 
have since been sent to jail for accepting 
bribes, said, "The first indication of 


trouble Is when you can't find anything 
that makes any sense. When I first came 
into office there wasn't a file to be bad 
anywhere." 


Mrs. Hayter also said citizens should 


demand that their local officials provide 
information on their income-tax returns, 
stocks and other financial business. "I 
consider public officials public records," 
she said. 


Valukas pointed to Mrs. Hayter's party 


in Hoffman Estates and opposition to vil- 
lage officials In Wheeling as examples of 
efforts by citizens to "throw the scoun- 
drels out." He said, "In Hoffman Es- 
tates, people were thrown out of office 
years before we got involved with the 
investigation." 


Brunner said one thing for citizens to 


remember is that "the founders of this 
country didn't trust politicians and I 
don't think you should trust politicians 
either." 


There's a minor identity crisis going on in suburbs today

spent a day getting a ride to tho train 
station, riding down to tho Loop, stand-

told by clerks at stores near her homo 
that tho now card Is not good enough 
proof of Identity to cash a personal 
check.

found it difficult to cash personal checks 
to pay for merchandise at stores in tho 
Northwest suburbs.

Kusper said last week, and to date ap- 
proximately 10,000 have been issued — 
the bulk of them probably to Chicago 
residents.

Saying he had had only one other com- 
plaint about card acceptance by mer- 
chants, the county clerk said Carson 
Plrie Scott & Co., Marshall Field & Co.

have begun accepting the county identi- 
fication cards. 


But Kusper admitted acceptance of the 


card may be slower in suburban areas 


where merchants see few of them. 


County ordinances can't force mer- 


chants to rely on the cards, and "some 
merchants are holding tight to the driv- 
er's license (as the only acceptable identi- 
fication) because of the bad-check prob- 
lem," Kusper said.

The clerk's office has also set up booths 
to issue the cards in some shopping cen- 
ters, Kusper said.

to foster acceptance of the ID card, Kus- 
per admitted. "You can't get merchants 
to assemble," Kusper said. 


ASKED ABOUT THE validity of the 


card, which requires three pieces of oth- 
er identification to obtain, Kusper said a 
person who has other false identification 
could get the card Issued if he's willing 
to have his picture taken. But there also 
are a lot of phony drivers' licenses 
around, he said. 


"I use the card from time to time my- 


self," Kusper said, adding he's had no 
problems cashing checks with it.

But Mrs. Weber's luck has been run-

Schools to study text fees, athletics 


A recommendation to raise textbook 


fees and a proposal to prevent boys from 
dominating girls' athletics will be the 
major issues at tonight's meeting of the 
High School Dist. 214 Board of Educa- 
tion. 


Textbook fees in the district could go 


from $12 to S15, for the 1975-76 school 
year, If tho board approves tho hike rec- 
ommended by the administration. 


Due to rising textbook and equipment 


costs, the district has been subsidizing 
the purchase of textbooks. The district, 
with the opening of Buffalo Grove High 
School, subsidized more than $80,000 in 
textbook costs during the 1973-74 school 
year. 


A reort Issued 'to the board estimates 


the district will provide $50,000 in sub- 
sidies for textbook and equipment pur- 
chases this school year. 


BY LAW, school districts which have a 


rental fco for textbooks may not subsi- 
dize the purchase of books and instruc- 
tional materials. 


A report estimated a fee of $15 


will permit expenditures for textbooks 
and instructional materials which will 
equal revenues. 


Although the district administration 


recommends raising the fee, it also has 
presented the board with three options: 


• Have students pay for their own 


texts, which would cost substantially 
more than rental. 


• Reduce textbook and equipment pur- 


chases to correspond to revenues. 


• Hold-a referendum to eliminate text- 


book rental fees' and pay for the cost 
from the district's operating budget. 


The board also will consider a policy 


aimed at segregating the sports by sex to 
alleviate the possible problem of boys 
dominating girls' teams. 


High School Dist. 211 last week passed 


an identical policy, based on the con- 
cept that segregation of athletics is justi- 
fied in order to provide equal opportunity 
for girls. 


SUBURBAN HIGH SCHOOL districts 


have been experiencing problems with 
boys turning out for previously all-girl 
sports that arc not offered just for boys, 
such as archery or bowling.

registered its coldest weekend this 
winter — ushered in by a fierce thun- 
derstorm and buffeting winds.

The high for Monday 
was forecast at 15 to 20 degrees, and 
the wind was expected to whip up 
from 10 to 20 m.p.h., the spokesman 
said. 


The bitter cold settled over most of 


the upper Midwest, and an accom- 
panying blizzard that piled snow as 
high as 10 feet claimed at least 23 
lives in Nebraska, South Dakota, 
Iowa and Minnesota. 

TEMPERATURES 
plummeted 


steadily from the season high of 60 
degrees Friday as a cold front 
passed through, hitting the area with 
a heavy thunderstorm and wind 
gusts up to 50 m.p.h. reported at 
O'Hare Airport.

opers and the school district in getting 
suitable sites for new school buildings. 


"Grossly Inferior sites arc given the 


district by the builders," said Feldman, 
who suspects that one set of development 
plans is being given to tho village zoning 
boards and another set is given to the 


school district. The developer makes 
"promises, promises," said Feldman, 
and "we arc given the garbage dump to 
build the school on." 


Feldman believes the township should 


assume more responsibility in ensuring 
good sites for school buildings. "I think

Feldman, a general surgeon In Elgin, 


was appointed to the Dist. 54 board in 
October. The Schaumburg resident said 
his brief .role as a board member had 
been a "tremendous experience" and he 
feels Dist.

54 board In 1971 and is planning to 
seek another three-year term. She sees

The board 
must decide whether to continue, ex- 
pand, or abandon a program in individ- 
ually guided instruction now being tested 
in two of the district's 26 schools, she 
said. That decision will be faced in 
March.

Without a driver's license or a credit 


card, Mrs. Weber, who Is the widow of a 
man who always believed In paying cash, 
has no way 'of proving to the clerks who 
approve these things that she Is really 
who she Is.

found It difficult to cash personal checks 
to pay for merchandise at stores In the 
Northwest suburbs.

urging publicity about the program in 
suburban and community newspapers. 
The clerk's office has also set up booths 
to issue the cards in some shopping cen- 
ters, Kusper said. 


But the clerk's office doesn't have any 


programs directly aimed at businessmen 
to foster acceptance of the<ID card, Kus- 
per admitted. "You can't get merchants 
to assemble," Kusper said. 


ASKED ABOUT THE validity of the 


card, which requires three pieces of oth- 
er identification to obtain, Kusper said a 
person who has other false identification 
could get the card issued if he's willing 
to have his picture taken. But there also 
are a lot of phony drivers' licenses 
around, he said. 


"I use the card from time to time my- 


self," Kusper said, adding he's had no 
problems cashing checks with it. 


But Mrs. Weber's luck has been run-

Seminar at Harper 
Active citizens 'must fight corruption 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Citizens shouldn't wait for prosecutors 


to remove public officials from office, 
but Instead should become active and. 
concerned about their own local govern- 
ment. 


That was one of the central messages 


presented Friday at Harper College at a 
seminar on "Ferreting out Corruption" 
led by Anton Valukas, chief of the spe- 
cial investigation division for U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson; Village Pres, Virginia 
Hayter of Hoffman Estates; J. Terrcnco 
Brunner, executive director of the Better 
Government Assn., and William Mooney, 
investigative reporter for the Chicago 
Dally News. 


"If I can't Indict and convict someone 


for a crime I can't take him out of office, 
but you can," Valukas told the audience 
of about 30. "We have taken, including 


police officers, about 250 people out of 
offfice and If that seems like a lot, it 
shouldn't. Thousands of officials could be 
thrown out of office In one election." 


VALUKAS HAS BEEN involved in In- 


vestigations of corruption that have re- 
sulted in convictions of former officials 
of Hoffman Estates and Wheeling. He 
said the U.S. Attorney's office now Is In- 
vestigating corruption in 48 suburbs. He 
said the major question that arises out of 
corruption investigations is "how the 
people let that happen." 


Valukas, Brunner and Mrs. Hayter 


agreed that corruption continues in local 
governments because of citizen apathy. 
"The contempt in which you're held by 
public officials from the governor to the 
lowest township officials comes because 
they don't believe you care," Brunner 
said. 


Valukas offered some practical advice 


to citizens checking on their government. 


"There are three areas where you're 


likely to find graft If it exists — in zon- 
ing, liquor licenses and items which are 
purchased every year," he said. He ad- 
vised citizens to check out the costs of 
Items their officials buy "and if you find 
your village Just purchased more rock 
salt than it could possibly use in the next 
30 years, you have a hint that something 
is going on." 


In addition, Valukas said local zoning 


officials are likely to be dealing with de- 
velopers who have a lot of money and "It 
takes a lot of will power to say no. If the 
citizens aren't looking down the officials' 
necks,-It can get pretty easy to get cozy 
with a developer. I wouldn't be afraid to 
ask a village official whether he's gone

Boys\ girls' athletics 
to be separate but equal

Boys' and' girls' athletics programs 


will be "separate but equal" under a 
new policy adopted by the High School 
Dist. 211 Board of Education.

ering the policy, in which sports are seg- 
regated by sexes so that boys will not 
dominate girls' teams, said Richard 
Kolze, Dist 211 superintendent Dist. 214 
Is expected to approve the policy tonight 
at its 7 p.m. meeting in the adminis- 
tration center, 799 W. Kensington Rd., 
Mount Prospect. 


The policy Is based on the concept that 


segregation of girls' athletics is justified 
in order to provide equal opportunity, 
Kolze said. 


DIST. 2ii'S athletic program has 


grown within the last few years from one 
girls' athletic program — tennis — to 
nine, the same number offered to boys. 
There were several "isolated" incidents 
this year in which boys attempted to join 
all-girl archery and bowling teams be- 
cause the district has no boys' teams In 
these sports, said Leonard Newendorp, 
principal of Palatine High School, who 
explained (he new policy to the board. 


"This winter we had boys attempting 


to come out for the bowling teams at 
three different schools," Newendorp 
said. If a sufficient number of boys 
shows an interest in a bowling team the 
district probably will form one, he 
added. "Bowling — or soccer — may 
well be our next boys' sport." 


Using bowling as an example, New- 


endorp said the equal-rights concept can 
destroy equal opportunity by allowing 
men to play In women's programs. "I 
would suspect that the winning state 
girls' bowling team will be made up of 
boys.

"It's very unfair for tho village to 


show a 100,200,300,400 or In some cases 
500 per cent Increase In tho cost of li- 
censes," said A. (Dobby) Dobkin, a di- 
rector of tho Chamber. "It behooves tho 
village to make It as appetizing as pos- 
sible for businessmen to do business in 
tho village." 


CUKHENTLY, BUSINESS license fees 


generate $13,000 annually. Tho proposed 
now fees would produce an estimated 
$00,000 annually excluding a proposed 
tax on mulUplo-unlt dwellings. 


Charles Noal of Noal Realty advocated 


an investigation Into what previous busi- 
ness license foes had been used for and 
how the now funds would bo used.

Area shivers 
in coldest 
iveekend 


The Northwest suburban

registered its coldest weekend this 
winter — ushered in by a fierce thun- 
derstorm and buffeting winds.

2 degrees at 6 a.m. Sunday blasted 
residents with a wind-chill factor 
comparable to 32 degrees below zero, 
a spokesman for the U.S. Weather 
Service said. The high for Monday 
was forecast at 15 to 20 degrees, and 
the wind was expected to whip up 
from 10 to 20 m.p.h., the spokesman 
said. 


The bitter cold settled over most of 


the upper Midwest, and an accom- 
panying blizzard that piled snow as 
high as 10 feet claimed at least 23 
lives in Nebraska, South Dakota, 
Iowa and Minnesota. 


TEMPERATURES 
plummeted 


steadily from the season high of 60 
degrees Friday as a cold front 
passed through, hitting the area with 
a heavy thunderstorm and wind 
gusts up to 50 m.p.h. reported at 
O'Hare Airport. 


The gustlng winds uprooted small 


trees, downed large tree branches, 
caused shed structures to collapse 
and be blown into other yards and 
windows to break throughout the 
Northwest area.

The policy is based on the concept that 


segregation of girls' athletics is justified 
in order to provide equal opportunity, 
Kolze said. 


DIST. 2U'S athletic program has 


grown within the last few years from one 
girls' athletic program — tennis — to 
nine, the same number offered to boys. 
There were several "Isolated" Incidents 
this year in which boys attempted to join 
all-girl archery and bowling teams be- 
cause the district has no boys' teams, in 
these sports, said Leonard Newendorp, 
principal of Palatine High School, who 


explained the new policy to the board. 


"This winter we had boys attempting 


to come out for the bowling teams at 
three different schools," Newendorp 
said. If a sufficient number of boys 
shows an interest in a bowling team the 
district probably will form one, he' 
added. "Bowling — or soccer — may 
well be our next boys' sport." 


Using bowling as an example, New- 


endorp said the equal-rights concept can 
destroy equal opportunity by allowing 
men to play In women's programs. "I 
would suspect that the winning state 
girls' bowling team will be made up of 
boys. The Illinois High School Assn. 
(which governs interscholastic sports 
statewide) has said it will not prohibit a

There's a minor identity crisis going on in suburbs today

Gloria Weber of Palatine recently 


spent a day getting a ride to tho train 
station, riding down to tho Loop, stand- 
Ing In lino at tho Cook County clerk's 
office, paying $3 for a county-Issued Iden- 
tification card and then riding homo 
again. 


And for'her trouble, Mrs. Weber was 


told by clerks at stores near her I»mo 
that tho now card Is not good enough 
proof of Identity to cash a personal 
check. 


"I've never seen anything like this," 


one clerk said. "This Is not Identi- 
fication," said another. 


And than they told Mrs. Wcbcr'to go 


away. 


Without a driver's license or a credit 


card, Mrs. Weber, who'ls tho widow of a 
man who always believed In paying cash, 
has no way of proving to the clerks who 
approve these things that she Is really 
who iho Is. 


MRS. WEBER, 843 E. Cooper Dr., has 


found It difficult to cash personal checks 
to pay for merchandise at stores in tho 
Northwest suburbs. 


She had learned of the new Identl-

Mrs. Weber's discovery that merchants

Most merchants 
who belong to the association reported 
they "didn't feel these cards would serve 
as adequate identificaton," the spokes- 
man said. 


The Identification cards are a project 


Kusper has touted as the solution to iden- 
tification and age-proof problems faced 
by nondrivers, the elderly and persons 
between the ages of 19 and 21. 


The first cards were issued In August, 


Kusper said last week, and to date ap- 
proximately 10,000 have been issued — 
the bulk of them probably to Chicago 
residents. 


KUSPER EXPRESSED surprise when

and the Gulf and Mobil Oil companies 
have begun accepting the county identi- 
fication cards. 


But Kusper admitted acceptance of the 


card may be slower in suburban areas 


where merchants see few of them. 


County ordinances can't force mer- 


chants to rely on the cards, and "some 
merchants are holding tight to the driv- 
er's license (as the only acceptable identi- 
fication) because of the bad-check prob- 
lem," Kusper said. 


Kusper's plans to have the card rec- 


ognized 
include sending representa- 


tives of the county clerk's office to speak 
about the program to civic groups and 
urging publicity about the program in 
suburban and community newspapers. 
The clerk's office has also set up booths 
to issue the cards in some shopping cen- 
ters, Kusper said. 


But the clerk's office doesn't have any 


programs directly aimed at businessmen 
to foster acceptance of the ID card, Kus- 
per admitted. "You can't get merchants 
to assemble," Kusper said. . 


ASKED ABOUT THE validity of the 


card, which requires three pieces of oth- 
er Identification to obtain, Kusper said a 
person who has other false identification 
could get the card Issued if* he's willing 
to have his picture taken. But there also 
are a lot of phony drivers' licenses 
around, he said. 


"I use the card from time to time my- 


self," Kusper said, adding he's had no 
problems cashing checks with it. 


But Mrs. Weber's luck has been run- 


ning in the opposite direction.

Seminar at Harper 
Active citizens 'must fight corruption9

Citizens shouldn't wait for prosecutors 


to remove public officials from office, 
but instead should become active and 
concerned about their own local govern- 
ment. 


That was one of the central messages 


presented Friday at Harper College at a 
seminar on "Ferreting out Corruption" 
led by Anton Valukas, chief of the spe- 
cial Investigation division for U.S. Atty.

corruption investigations is "how the 
people let that happen." 


Valukas, Brunner and Mrs. Hayter 


agreed that corruption continues in local 
governments because of citizen apathy. 
"The contempt in which you're held by 
public officials from the governor to the 
lowest township officials comes because 
they don't believe you care," Brunner 
said. 


Valukas offered some practical advice 


to citizens checking on their government. 


"There are three areas where you're 


likely to find graft if it exists — in zon- 
ing, liquor licenses and items which are 
purchased every year," he said. He ad- 
vised citizens to check out the costs of 
items their officials buy "and if you find 
your village just purchased more rock 
1 salt than it could possibly use in the next 


30 years, you have a hint that something 
is going on." 


In addition, Valukas said local zoning 


officials arc likely to be dealing with de- 
velopers who have a lot of money and "it 
takes a lot of will power to say no. If the 
citizens aren't looking down the officials' 
necks, It can get pretty easy to get cozy 
with a developer. I wouldn't be afraid to 
ask a village official whether he's gone 


to lunch with a developer and who picked 
up the tab." 


MRS. HAYTER, who entered village 


government in 1969 when her slate de- 
feated long-time village officials who 
have since been sent to jail for accepting 
bribes, said, "The first indication of 
trouble is when you can't .find anything 
that makes any sense. When I first came 
into office there wasn't a file to be bad 
anywhere." 


Mrs. Hayter also said citizens should 


demand that their local officials provide 
information on their income-tax returns, 
stocks and other financial business. "I 
consider public officials public records," 
she said. 


Valukas pointed to Mrs. Hayter's party 


in Hoffman Estates and opposition to vil- 
lage officials in Wheeling as examples of 
efforts by citizens to "throw the scoun- 
drels out." He said, "In Hoffman Es- 
tates, people were thrown out of office 
years before we got involved with the 
investigation." 


Brunner said one thing for citizens to 


remember is that "the founders of this 
country didn't trust politicians and I 
don't think you should trust politicians 
either."

Mount Prospect Public Library to extend 
Its book-borrowing period from two to 
three weeks or to begin to put books in 
storage. 


Librarian Mary Jo Hutchings said the 


decision probably would have to be made 
by May 1, about tho time any new policy 
would go Into effect. The library, 14 E. 
Busso Ave., holds somo 75,000 books. 


Tho library staff has estimated that if 


every book tho library owned were in tho 
library at the samo time It would require 
"nearly half-a-milo more shelf space and 
sufficient underpinning to support 15 tons 
of additional weight." 


THE LIBRARY BOARD, with Village 


funding, plans to seek bids for a new $2.6 
million library with more than double tho 
existing library's space. However, tho 
new library will not be In use until late 
1070. 


Mrs. Hutchings said she dislikes the 


Idea of storing books because It makes 
tho stored books Inaccessible except 
through requests and requires special 
cataloging. 


Mrs. Hutchings said tho library has re- 


sisted a three-week loan period in the 
past — even though most other area li- 
braries have tho longer borrowing period 
— because the library's 75,000 book stock 
Is not considered largo enough to bo 
compatible with tho longer borrowing pe- 
riod.

told by clerics at stores near her home 
that tho now card Is not good enough 
proof of Identity to cash a personal 
check. 


"I've never seen anything like this," 


one clerk said. "This Is not Identi- 
fication," said another. 


And then they told Mrs. Weber to go 


away. 


Without a driver's license or a credit 


card, Mrs. Weber, who Is tho widow of a 
man who always believed in paying cash, 
has no way of proving to tho clerks who 
approve these things, that she Is really 
who she is.

Saying he had had only one other com- 
plaint about card acceptance by mer- 
chants, the county clerk said Carson 
Pirie Scott & Co., Marshall Field 4 Co. 
and the Gulf and Mobil Oil companies 
have begun accepting the county identi- 
fication cards. 


But Kusper admitted acceptance of the 


card may be slower in suburban areas 


where merchants see few of them. 


County ordinances can't force mer- 


chants to rely on the cards, and "some 
merchants are holding tight to the driv- 
er's license (as the only acceptable identi- 
fication) because of the bad-check prob- 
lem,'.' Kusper said. 


Kusper's plans to have the card rec- 


ognized 
include sending representa- 


tives of the county clerk's office to speak 
about the program to civic groups and 
urging publicity about the program in 
suburban and community newspapers. 
The clerk's office has also set up booths 
to issue the cards in some shopping cen- 
ters, Kusper said. 


But the clerk's office doesn't have any 


programs directly aimed at businessmen 
to foster acceptance of the ID card, Kus- 
per admitted. "You can't get merchants 
to assemble," Kusper said.

ASKED ABOUT THE validity of the 


card, which requires three pieces of oth- 
er identification to obtain, Kusper said a 
person who_h.as other false identification 
could get the card issued if he's willing 
to have his picture taken. But there also 
are a lot of phony drivers' licenses 
around, he said. 


"I use the card from time to time my- 


self," Kusper said, adding he's had no 
problems cashing checks with it. 


But Mrs. Weber's luck has been run- 


ning In the opposite direction.

Village head hopefuls 
back downtown plan

The two candidates recommended for 


village president 
by

Height* Caucus candidate recommenda- 
tion committee say rcvltallzatlon of the 
central business district will become a 
pressing need In the months ahead. 


Out tho pair, Trustee Prank Palmatlcr 


and Village Pres. Ralph H. Clnrbour, dif- 
fer on tho need they arc first to mention 
when asked about village problems. 


"Wo continue to work on the flood-con- 


trol Issue and there will be a multitude of 
decisions in this area relative to how It's 
going to be carried out and financed," 
Palmatlcr says. His comment reflects 
tho 2ti years ho has spent as chairman 
of tho Citizens Action Committee Against 
Flooding. 


Clnrbour Identifies tho biggest chal- 


lenge facing tho village with just one 
word — money. When pressed, ho will 
say he's worried not about how to spend 
It, but how to get It. 


IN ADDITION to choosing cither Clnr- 


hour or Palmaticr as a candidate for vil- 
lage president, residents who attend the 
Jan. J9 nominating session of the Caucus 
Party will elect a slato of four trustee 
candidates from among eight persons en- 
dorsed by tho candidate recommendation 
committee.

"I think we're going to find no real 


problem as long as we maintain an eco- 
nomical method of running local govern- 
ment. But we're going to have to say 
'No* to more things," Clarbour said. 


The 50-year-old Clarbour has been a 


resident of Arlington Heights for 26 years 
and a member of the village board for 
tho last four years. In July last year ho 
was appointed village president, succeed- 
ing former Village Pres. Jack Walsh who 
resigned to move to Lake Geneva, Wls. 
Clarbour, who lives at 333 S. Belmont 
Avc., is president of Arlington Structural 
Steel Co.

Properly owners' bill cut 50% 
Sanitary sewers dropped 
from assessment project 


Sanitary sewers have been eliminated 


from a special astessmcnt project along 
North Arlington Heights Road, cutting in 
half tho bill to property owners in that 
area. 


Total cost of proposed water mains and 


sidewalks there would bo about $150,000, 
said Robert Bishop, Board of Local Im- 
provements member. 


Tho decision was made last week by 


(ho board, which continued a hearing on 
tho project to Jan. 30 so that engineers 
could adjust plans to exclude tho sewer 
Installation. 


Tho sanitary sewer would have served 


homes along old N. Arlington Heights 
Road between Dundee Road and Unlvcr- 
. slty Drive. These homes arc now on sep- 
tic systems, and sanitary sewer ex- 
cavation would have torn up their septic1 


fields for several months. 


RESIDENTS OF tho area told BOLI 


last week that their area eventually 
would bo developed by commercial inter- 


ests, who could then provide tho neces- 
sary sanitary sewers at their own ex- 
pense. 


"Developers were pushing for the sani- 


tary sower, not tho homeowners," said 
Josephine Chlumlcnto, 3240 N. Arlington 
Heights Rd., an area homeowner. 


BOLI Pres. David Patterson said that 


the septic systems now used in the area 
have been "functioning well," without 
overflow and backup. In light of tho fact 
that commercial development of the area 
is on its way, Patterson said the board 
voted to eliminate tho sower from the 
project. 


The altered project now Includes water 


mains In a loop from relocated North Ar- 
lington Heights Road up to Dundee and 
then back down old North Arlington 
Heights Road. Sidewalks will also bo in- 
stalled along relocated North Arlington 
Heights Rood from University Drive to 
Dundee Road and along Dundee Road for 
the convenience of students walking to 
Buffalo Grove High School. 


lington Heights Road underpass at 
Northwest Highway will be a major con- 
sideration, he says. The village recently 
received federal approval to proceed 
with engineering for the underpass proj- 
ect. 


"We'll have our work cut out for us to 


keep the downtown area in good shape 
while the underpass is being built. I see 
It as a definite Improvement to down- 
town, but I know others regard it as a 
detriment." 


ON THE ISSUE of flood control, Clar- 


bour says he thlnb the village has made 
a "good and reasonable effort" toward a 
solution. But only time will tell, he says, 
whether the program will be completed 
soon enough to prevent tho disastrous 
flooding that occurred in the village in 
August 1972. 


Polmotler, 51, of 408 S. Patton Ave., Is 


entering his 10th year as a village 
trustee. He is a patent attorney with the 
firm of Burraelster, Palmatier, Hamby 
and Jones. 


"The 
Community Development Act 


may be a source of funds for facilities 
that are needed in downtown Arlington 
Heights, including additional parking and 
acquisition of land," he says. 


Tho village stands to get $2.5 million in 


community development money over the 
next flvo years. 


Palmatier also says that Issues be- 


tween the village and the Arlington 
Heights Park District remain to be set- 
tled. 


"Tho village and the park district need 


to have extensive consultation on ways 
they can cooperate to reduce the overall 
expense to the taxpayer," he says. 
"There arc a number of areas where bet- 
ter cooperation might lead to more ef- 
ficient services." 


PROGRAMS TO MEET the needs of 


senior citizens are coming to the fore- 
front, Palmatier says. "We've been 
seeing many proposals for helping the se- 
nior citizen and these are going to have 
to be considered And implemented to the 
extent that our finances will permit."

Area shivers 
in coldest 
iveekend 


The 
Northwest suburban 
area 


registered its coldest weekend this 
winter — ushered In by a fierce thun- 
derstorm and buffeting winds. The 
cold snap Is expected to stretch 
through Thursday. 


Strong winds coupled with a low of 


2 degrees at 6 a.m. Sunday blasted 
residents with a wind-chill factor 
comparable to 32 degrees below zero, 
a spokesman for the U.S. Weather 
Service said. The high for Monday 
was forecast at 15 to 20 degrees, and 
the wind was expected to whip up 
from 10 to 20 m.p.h., the spokesman 
said. 


The bitter cold settled over most of 


the upper Midwest, and an accom- 
panying blizzard that piled snow as 
high as 10 feet claimed at least 23 
lives in Nebraska, South Dakota, 
Iowa and Minnesota. 


TEMPERATURES 
plummeted 


steadily from the season high of 60 
degrees Friday as a cold front 
passed through, hitting the.area with 
a heavy thunderstorm and wind 
gusts up to 50 m.p.h. reported at 
O'Hare Airport. 


The gusting winds uprooted small 


trees, downed large tree branches, 
caused shed structures to collapse 
and be blown into other yards and 
windows to break throughout the 
Northwest area. The high winds 
touched off many alarms, sending 
area policemen scurrying to various 
stores and businesses.

tification card and then riding homo 
again. 


And for her trouble, Mrs. Weber was 


told by clerks at stores near her homo 
that tho now card Is not good enough 
proof of Identity to cosh a personal 
check. 


"I've never seen anything like this," 


ono clerk said. "This Is not Identi- 
fication," said another. 


And then thoy told Mrs. Wcbcr.to go 


away. 


Without a driver's license or a credit 


card, Mrs. Weber, who Is the widow of a 
man who always believed In paying cosh, 
has no way of proving to (ho clerks who 
approve those things that she Is really 
who she Is.

found It difficult to cash personal checks 
to pay for merchandise at stores in tho 
Northwest suburbs.

fication cards. 


But Kusper admitted acceptance of the 


card may be slower in suburban areas 


where merchants see few of them. 


County ordinances can't force mer- 


chants to rely on the cards, and "some 
merchants are holding tight to the driv- 
er's license (as the only acceptable Identi- 
fication) because of the bad-check prob- 
lem," Kusper said. 


Kusper's plans to have the card rec- 


ognized 
include sending representa- 


tives of the county clerk's office to speak 
about the program to civic groups and 
urging publicity about the program in 
suburban and community newspapers. 
The clerk's office has also set up booths 
to issue the cards in some shopping cen- 
ters, Kusper said. 


But the clerk's office doesn't have any 


programs directly aimed at businessmen 
to foster acceptance of the ID card, Kus- 
per admitted. "You can't get merchants 
to assemble," Kusper said. 


ASKED ABOUT THE validity of the 


card, which requires three pieces of oth- 
er identification to obtain, Kusper said a 
person who has other false identification 
'could get the card issued if he's willing 
to have his picture taken. But there also 
are a lot of phony drivers' licenses 
around, he said. 


"I use the- card from time to time my- 


self," Kusper said, adding he's had no 
problems cashing checks with it. 


But Mrs. Weber's luck has been run- 


ning in the opposite direction.
